NOTE: Amendment to the specification only overcomes an objection, which is a petitionable matter, and hence does not 
place the application in better condition for appeal. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument traversing the interpretation 
of LDD regions as channel regions does not persuade in the opinion of examiner, because (1) the LDD regions inherently and necessarily 
must be crossed for charge carriers (electrons or holes) to travel between source and drain and hence are part of the channel, while (2): 
even arguendo, the amount of doping of the LDD regions of the prior art, which approximately determines the local conductivity, is far closer 
to that of the central channel region than it is to the conductivity of the source/drain regions (in magnitude said conductivities stand in the 
ratio of channel: LDD : source/drain = 1 : 20 :2,500). Applicant's arguments on channel doping type are not reflected in the current claim 
language. Applicant's reference to nomenclature (of what is called channel by the prior art) appears not persuasive, because the only 
essential physical quantities are the relative position (along the pathway from source to drain) and the relative electric conductivity as 
determined mainly by doping. 
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
